2 ■ For  the  purpose  of  providing  for  uniformity  in  the  provisions 
of  the  Indian  Limitation  Act.  1908  ( hereinafter  referred  to  as  “the  principal 
Act”),  in  its  application  to  the  State  of  Gujarat  the  amendments  made  to 
that  Act  in  respect  of  the  Bombay  area  of  the  State  of  Gujarat  by  section  2 Bom 
of  the  Indian  Limitation  (Bombay  Amendment)  Act,  1937  ( hereinafter  VI  of 
referred  to  as  the  “amending  Act”)  shall  extend  to  and  be  in  force  through-  l937,
